I  have  the  honour  to  pro sent  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  hoalth 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Waroham  for  the  your  1952.

Tho  health  of  tho  Borough  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  There  vrv re  very  few  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  a  total  of 
14  having  been  notified  compared  with  132  in  1951. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  Borough  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and  call  for  little  comment.  Tho 
estimated  population  figuro  for  1952  varies  little  from  that  of  the 
1951  census  figure.  There  were  seven  more  livo  births  and  17  more; 
doaths  than  in  1961.  As  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports  undue 
importance  should  not  bo  attached  to  rates  where  they  aro  based  on  very 
small  numbers. 

The  Council's  house  building  programme  made  good  progress  during 
the  year  when  a  further  fifteen  houses  wore  completed,  throe  being 
bungalows  for  old  poople.  Although  the  list  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses  is  being  steadily  reducod,  thore  still  appears  to  be  considerable 
demand  for  accommodation  of  Council  house  standard  within  the  Borough. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Mombers  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  holp  and  co-operation  during  the  Year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  source  of  water  supply  to  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  The  water  is  supplied  from  two  wells  at  Worgret 
Heath,  over  a  half  a  mile  from  the  Borough  boundary.  The  Old  Well  on 
Worgret  Heath,  101  ft.  above  O.D.  is  about  100  ft.  deep  in  the  Bagshot  sand 
and  clay  series,  with  a  water  rost  level  of  11  ft.  The  New  Well  sunk  in 

1940  in  the  nearby  meadow,  is  30  ft.  deep  with  a  water  rest  level  of  25  ft. 

The  untroated  water  from  both  Trails  is  soft,  acid,  contains  organic  matter 

and  is  plumbo  solvent.  The  treatment  of  the  water  is  dosignod  to  alter 

those  characteristics.  The  water  is  pumped  through  an  aerating  spray  to  a 
concrete  tower  30  ft.  in  height  where  it  is  dosed  with  lime.  It  is  then 
filtered  through  Pormutit  pressure  filtors  and  chlorinated  before  it  is 
passed  into  concreto  roservoirs  which  have  a  capacity  of  320,000  gallons. 

Difficulties  continued  to  bo  experienced  with  the  new  pump  which  was 
installed  at  the  Old  Well  owing  to  continxied  indrawing  of  fine  sand,  and  at 
the  end  of  tho  year  the  Council  had  under  consideration  reports  from  their 
Consulting  Engineer  on  the  advisability  of  regarding  the  Old  Well  as  a 
standby  and  auxilliary  souroo  of  supply,  increasing  the  pumping  at  the  New 
Woll  and  sinking  another  well.  The  Council  also  invitod  the  Consulting 
Engineor  to  prepare  a  schemo  for  tho  improvement  of  the  distribution  system. 

There  was  a  temporary  shortage  at  high  points  during  tho  dry  periods, 
but  this  was  duo  to  defects  in  tho  distribution  systom  and  not  to  a  short¬ 
age  of  available  water.  Tho  quality  of  the  treated  wator  was  highly 
satisfactory  throughout  the  yoar. 

Tho  water  mains  was  extended  to  serve  12  housos  under  construction  at 
Carey  for  H.M.  Forestry  Commission  on  a  site  just  outside  the  Borough.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  sewerage  system  in  addition  to  serving  the  Borough,  receives 
sewage  from  42  houses  in  the  Bestwall  area  of  the  Waroham  &  Purbeck  Rural 
District  which  lies  just  outside  the  Borough  boundary.  Storm  water  as  far 
as  is  practicable  is  excluded  from  the  sewerage  system  and  is  drained  by 
soakaway  pits  or  through  storm-water  drains  to  the  Rivors  Frome  and  Piddle, 
There  is  a  storm-water  overflow  from  the  south-east  pumping  station  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  volume  of  flow  during  storm  periods. 

Tho  sewerago  works  consists  of  throe  pumping  stations  situated  at  South 
Bestwall,  North  Bridge  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal  works  situated  on  eight 
acres  of  land  on  tho  Borough  boundary  to  the  north-east  of  the  town. 

The  length  of  rising  mains  is  3,800  yards  and  provision  is  made  for  the 
chlorination  of  sewage  at  tho  pumping  stations. 

Tho  disposal  works  consists  of:- 

1  Balancing  tank  -  capacity  7,814  gallons,  D.W.F.  3  hours 

2  Dortmund  tanks  -  capacity  39,060  gallons,  D.W.F.  15  hours. 

5  Sludge  beds  -  area  5,250  sq.ft. 

An  area  of  approximately  5  acres  of  land  is  used  for  the  treatment  of 
the  effluent  from  the  Dortmund  tanks;  the  effluent  from  tho  tanks  is  run 
off  into  broad  trenches.  Those  trenches  have  been  constructed  in  a  very 
irregular  pattern  and  the  whole  of  the  available  treatment  area  is,  during 
wet  weather  frequently  flooded  with  effluent,  there  being  occasionally  an 
overspill  of  untreatod  effluent  into  an  adjacent  stream  and  neighbouring 
land. 


There  wore  no  major  alterations  to  the  sewerage  disposal  system  during 
the  year.  Existing  trenches  and  lagoons  were  improved  and  some  additional 
lagooning  by  mochanical  means  was  undertaken.  The  Council  deoided  to 
install  throe  Tidal  Intorcoptors  at  the  Quay  and  Abbot's  quay,  to  relieve 
intermittent  flooding  owing  to  infiltration  of  sewers  during  storms. 


Although  it  is  evident  that  the  present  disposal  system  is  inadequate 
and  overloaded,  it  cannot  bo  said  that  it  is  giving  rise  to  a  serious 
nuisance  to  the  public  health.

There  are  no  licenced  sites  for  moveable  dv/el  lings  in  the  Borough  and 
no  licences  to  station  moveable  dwellings  have  been  issued  during  the  year.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Houso  and  trade  refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and 
collections  are  made  weekly.  Refuse  is  tipped  on  a  privately  owned  site 
on  the  Puddletown  Road  in  the  Rural  District. 

Waste  paper  salvage  collection  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
adjoining  Rural  District  Council,  but  this  was  discontinued  during  the  year.

Four  somplos  of  ice  croam  were  taken  and  submitted  for  the  Methylene 
Blue  Reductase  test.  The  results  placed  throe  samples  within  the  Provi¬ 
sional  Grade  1  and  one  sample  in  Provisional  Grado  3.

Inspection  of  those  premisos  during  the  year  showed  that  in  general 
the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory.  In  no  oase  was  it  found 
necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Any 
defects  found  wore  romodied  following  informal  notice. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  year  25  new  houses  were  built  in  the  Borough  compared 
with  10  in  1951,  and  the  number  of  applicants  for  housing  showed  a 
reduction  of  35  persons  within  the  Borough  and  a  reduction  of  16  persons 
residing  outside  the  Borough. 

Six  houses  were  demolished  in  pursuance  of  orders  made  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936;  fivo  being  houses  in  a  pre-war  clearance  area. 

Although  the  Council's  building  programme  has  effooted  a  gradual 
decrease  in  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  houses,  it 
is  obvious  that  there  is  still  a  considerable  demand  for  the  smaller 
type  of  houso  and  especially  a  typo  suitable  for  old  persons. 

The  Council  is  mooting  this  demand  by  building  ’Borough  Bungalows’. 

There  has  boon  very  little  work  of  major  repair  or  reconstruction 
carried  out  to  the  oldor  type  of  property  in  the  Borough,  and  no  work 
of  improvement  to  houses  has  been  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of 
Fart  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  No  case  of  acute  poliomye litis  and  only  one  case  of  measles  and 
one  of  whooping  cough  was  notified. 

Diphtheria 

The  one  case  of  diphtheria  notified  in  a  woman  age  48  who  had  not  been 
immunised  against  diphtheria,  was  the  first  occurring  in  the  Borough  since 
1943.  C.  Diphtheria  (mitis  type)  which  proved  virulent  on  guinea  pig 
inoculation  were  isolated  from  a  throat  swab  from  this  case. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  in  January.  The  infecting 
organism,  Salmonella  Minnesota  was  isolated  from  faeces  of  the  patient,  and 
the  food  responsible  for  conveying  the  infection  was  presumed  to  bo  meat 
pies  which  were  brought  by  a  visitor  from  an  area  where  there  was  known  to 
bo  an  outbreak  due  to  consumption  of  meat  pies  infected  with  S.  minnesota. 
Remarks  :  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  of  Northampton  visited  his  brother  Hr.  H  (and  Mrs.) 
of  Wareham,  bringing  meat  pies  one  of  which  he  gave  to  his  brother  and  one 
to  his  nephew  and  his  wife,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Junr.  of  Waroham.  The  moat 
pies  were  oonsumed  by  Mr.  H.  Sonr.  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Junr.  ;  all  wore 
affected.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  of  Northampton  had  left  the  district  before  the 
nature  of  the  illness  was  discovered;  they  also  wore  said  to  have  beon 
affected.  The  meat  pies  were  consumed  on  24. 12. 51  <  onset  of  illness  7/as 
on  25.12.51.  date  of  receipt  of  formal  notification  of  case  5.  1.52.  All 
cases  were  fully  recovered  by  the  time  the  notification  was  received.
